Those who can qualify as FHA 


appraisers and inspectors are also 
asked to attend, as local men will 
be appointed to these positions, 
after furnishing ` qualifications to 
Mr. Henry of the FHA home office, 
who will be among the FHA offic- 
ials present at the December 1st 
meeting. 

The Féderal Housing Authority 
has initiated an aid known as the 
Certified Agency Program for the 
particular benefit of the smaller 
communities where the securing of 
FHA loans has been 
heretofore. | 

Under thé CAP local. appraisers 
and inspectors will be appointed by 
FHA to ‘service applications in 
‘theirsown smaller communities; a 
certified lender, such as thé Ever- 
glades Federal Savings and Loan 
Association will process the; FHA 
applications using the local ap- 
praisers and inspectors and then 
FHA will msure the loans. 

Realizing that the FHA is not 
now. reaching a great number of 
potential home owners due to the 
leck of facilities in smaller com- 
munities, this program has been 
worked out and is now being initi- 
ated in selected communities. The 
western part of Palm Beach Coun- 
ty, Martin, Hendry and Glades will 
operate under the Miami office, 
while Okeechobee will operate un- 
der the Tampa office.
